What ex-President Cleveland sald In
his admirable spesch at the meeting
in behalf of the Tuskegee Institute
about the solution of the negro prob-
Wwm resting mainly with the leading
and responsible white men of the south
fs true, says the New York Tribwme.
So niso 18 true Dr. Lyman Abott's
statement that the problem is a na-
tlonal one, not the =outh’s alone. We
think that reasonablé men in both sec-
tions will agree to these two propo-
sitions, which are not antagonistic,
though the extremists in both object
to them. The southern demagogue
truculently declares the negro Ques-
ticy Is mo business of the north, and
sesents the (dea that either pational
law or the broad interesta of pational
clvilizatlon make northern Interest
anything but Phariseclsm. The narth-
erner, on the other hand, who has
truditional views, gained largely In
wartime, thinks thut the whole subject
is to be summed up In the réconsiruc-
tien amendments, and that all ques-
tlons of expediency and southern sen-
timent count for naught.

They are both wrong. The ques-
tion Is a southerm question, in that
southern conditions must be consid-
ered, and the negro must, as a loyal
citisen of the south, work out his des-
thiy in harmony with his white nelgh-
bois and with due regard for their
rights and the safeguarding of their
civilization. The south must solve the
problem with such friendly aid as the
north can give in money and in sym-
pathy, but It muset solve it right, and
it is a paramount national concern that
it be solved right, which no amount
of sympathy or lazy indifference or
fear of stirring up strife or trouble
will permit the nation as a whole to
lay aside.

We may agree perfectly with Mr.
Cleveland when he says that “neither
the decrce that made the slaves [free
ngr the enactment that suddenly In-
wveérted them with the rights of citizen-
#hip any more purged them of thelr
gocin]l and. slavery-bred Imperfections
thgn it changed the color of their
